Controversy erupts 
over canning lids 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
The 
nation's major grocery store 
chains are in total disagree­ 
ment over prospects for suffi­ 
cient home canning lids this 
summer 
In a House small business 
subcommittee hearing Monday, 
their estimates of lid supplies 
ranged from improved to doubt­ 
ful to bad 
And no matter what manufac­ 
turers and retailers say about 
the lid supply, in the view of one 
expert, American consumers 
aren’t going to believe them 
and will bi* buying all they find 
as fast as they are able again 
this year 
Those forecasts emerged 
from the hearing on the shor­ 
tage which, for the past two 
years, has left some home can­ 
ners with uncanned produce 
Governmeni experts have 
blamed a combination of 
hoarding and sudden, accelerat­ 
ed interest in home gardening 
and canning 
John N Bell Jr , a vice presi­ 
dent for Safeway Stores Inc , 
the nation's largest super­ 
market chain, said “ for 1976 the 
supply situation seems con­ 
siderably improved over the 
1975 picture 
we anticipate 
receiving an increase of 60-65 
per cent in the quantities of lids 
and caps over last year ” 


The Kroger Co said “ we at 
this point cannot keep the 
product on our store shelves 
suppliers tell us sufficient caps 
and lids will be available Our 


buyers frankly are not sure.” 
A&P said lid suppliers “ have 
in some cases indicated that 
they may not be able to com­ 
pletely fill our 1976 orders, but 
we believe that ... this may be 
because the retail distribution 
of these items has broadened 
over the past two years to in­ 
clude many general merchan­ 
dise stores " 


A buyer for Atlanta-based 
Alterman Foods said “ we an­ 
ticipate a continuing shortage 
of canning lids this year," ad­ 
ding that his stores are already 
receiving only about 20 per cent 
of what they order 


Prof Ruth N Klippstein of 
the Division of Nutritional 
Sciences at Cornell University 
told the hearing that “ in the 
eyes of the consumer, the 
media, the manufacturer and 
re ta ile r no longer have 
credibility ” 


“ Any statement related to 
the availability of home cann­ 
ing equipment, especially the 
canning hard lid replacement, 
is deem ed self- seek in g 
propaganda.” she said 
“ The 
consumer who did not hoard 
last year will take care of the 
family needs at the earliest op­ 
portunity this year.” 
Rep 
Silvio O 
Conte, R 
Mass . said he is already being 
flooded with complaints from 
constituents and " I can see 
another canning lid shortage 
this year. which could be as bad 
as last year's disaster " 


WASHINGTON (U PI) 
The 
Senate has approved a $412 6 
billion federal budget for next 
year. No one involved seemed 
too pleased with it. 
Conservatives were appalled 
by the $50 2 billion deficit it 
would create. 
Liberal Democrats felt it con­ 
tained too much for defense and 
not enough for social programs. 
Republicans loyal to Presi 
dent Ford were on the spot 
because it contained $17 billion 
more in spending than he 
recommended. 
Nevertheless, 
17 Republicans voted for it. 
Ford's budget director, 
James Lynn, said it “ plays Rus­ 
sian roulette with inflation 
and expressed hope the House 
“ will know better.” 
Even Sen Edmund Muskie, 
D-Maine, chairman of the 
Senate Budget Committee, who 
fought for it through a barrage 
of proposed amendments to a 
final vote of 66 to 22, wasn’t 
completely happy. 
Personally, he said, he would 


have preferred it contain more 
jobs for the unemployed But he 
saw it as a key test of a con 
gressional budget process fully 
in effect this year for the first 
time. 
In years past Congress con­ 
sidered government spending 
only in pieces. Now it reviews 
the whole budget and the 
national priorities within it 
This year the Senate’s regu 
lar authorizing committees, 
each dealing with its own sub 
ject area, piled up proposals 
totaling $440 billion Muskie s 
budget committee trimmed 
that by $27 billion 
On the Senate floor. Muskie 
talked again and again of main­ 
taining the “ discipline" of the 
new budget process On his urg­ 
ing. the Senate voted down 
proposed additions that Muskie 
conceded were politically “ sex- 
y” : 
A $3.2 billion increase for 
doubling public service jobs, in­ 
creasing meals for the elderly 
and restoring cuts in Medicare 


and Medicaid, defeated 58 to 27. 
An extra $100 million to im­ 
prove juvenile justice, failed 46 
to 39 
An amendment to cut $500 
million from defense, voted 
down 58 to 27 
An effort to trim $6 8 
billion from the overall budget, 
failed 62 to 23 
A request for $121 million 
more for agricultural research, 
defeated 55 to 30 
Even a proposal to add $800 
million for veterans — usually 
unstoppable 
was defeated 53 
to 21 when debate began last 
week 
“ If I had blinked just once on 
any of those numbers, the door 
would have been wide open.” 
Muskie said 
The House will vote on its 
proposal later this month. 
Congress will approve a target 
budget resolution in May, which

WHATEVER HAPPENED TO 
OUTDOOR ADVERTISING? 


"Whatever happened to outdoor advertising," was a 
question just recently asked at a business convention, and 
the mouths of the outdoor advertising salesmen dropped to 
their chests when they realized it was being asked in all 
seriousness. The asker was a business owner who could 
well afford to buy outdoor advertising, and yet, here he 
was acting as if he thought it had disappeared as a medium. 
The newspaperman's answer to this question is, "when you 
are looking at a jungle its hard to recognize the individual 
trees!” 


Everyone who has ever been to Las Vegas will have to 
admit that here is the mecca of the outdoor advertising 
sign industry. No city on earth, not even New York, can 
boast of having more signs per square inch than this 
western resort/gambling haven in the Nevada desert. 
And. any businessman or woman who has experienced this 
ultimate in the art of outdoor display will tell you that the 
longer you are in the city of Las Vegas the less attention 
you'll pay to the signs regardless of their size, lighting and 
animation. And, this is a practical demonstration of what 
has happened to the attention paid to signs by people all 
over the country. 


However, there are still great believers in the effective 
ness of outdoor advertising as evidenced by these facts: by 
1960 advertisers both large and small were spending in the 
neighborhood of $203,000,000 a year to display their sales 
messages on signs, billboards and other outdoor displays. 
In 1970 the money spent had raised to $234,000,000, and 
today the total spent for outdoor advertising is well over 
$300,000,000! Is all this money being wasted? Isn't there 
some good being found in it, even in the eyes of a news­ 
paperman? I/et’s consider it. 


The Outdoor Advertising Association of America says 
that standardized outdoor advertising, at an average of 
26< per thousand exposures, is far and away America’s 
lowest cost national medium." A major problem, however, 
admitted by most outdoor sales people, is to create a short 
message that will Im- remembered by motorists, after being 
exposed to it for a matter of a few fleeting seconds. 


In the days of th e Burma Shave jingle signs, highways 
were narro w , traffic traveled much more slowly, and signs 
were not too numerous. An occasional sign on the side of a 
barn or along the highway didn t then detract from the 
natural beauty of the countryside. Signs then probably had 
at least some measure of advertising value, if only as a 
supplement to print media. 


But then things got out of hand. Signs upon signs were 
erected along the highways until, in 1965 the Federal 
Highway 
Beautification 
Act 
was 
passed, 
and 
this 
prohibited the erection of outdoor signs within 650 of any 
highway built with federal funding, but such signs were 
permitted within that distance if the adjoining land was 
zoned locally for industrial or business use. While this 
slowed the process of rampant sign erection, it did not 
curtail it to the point that signs became infrequent. 
And this is my point. With a medium so numerous as the 
outdoor sign it becomes so common that it surely, by all 
human logic, loses whatever effectiveness it may have had 
at any tim* in the past. The advertiser cannot measure the 
results of his outdoor advertising, (how many times would 
a customer come dashing in to say “I just saw your sign out 
there and wish to buy that product"), so he must base his 
results on the supposed subliminal effect of his outdoor 
advertising, and take comfort in thinking that, tied in with 
other advertising effort, hi* outdoor ii juat another 
reminder to his prospective buyer! That’s just too many 
iffies to satisfy today’s business owner who must, due to 
the present economic situation, play his cards pretty close 
lo his belly!

acre of land are available and 
the restoration potential of the 
building is excellent.-

declared

Bouslough said she 
would like to establish a 
program in a Christian at­ 
mosphere 
primarily using 
Montessori materials in a 
prepared learning environ­ 
ment

She noted that Maria Montes­ 


sori was an Italian physician 
and educator who devoted 
much of her life to the educa­ 
tion of children 
"She was dedicated to the 
task of making the most of each 
child s potential or presenting 
the most appropriate materials 
and concepts to a child at his 
most receptive liniment, 
she 
said 
‘Programs based on her 
philosophy strive to develop in­ 
dependent. self-directed in­ 
dividuals who are encouraged 
to learn how to learn."

hits coast

The salmon have finally 
made their big comeback into 
coastal waters. 
With the forage fislf back, 
kings ranging from iO to 20 
pounds out of Avila, and 15 to 35 
out of Santa Barbara, are being 
caught. 
Out of Santa Barbara’s Sea 
landing, the boats are going to 
Summerland and even in front 
of the harbor the kings are hit­ 
ting They are also starting to 
hit artificial bait, which they 
haven’t been doing this season 
until now 
The advice from Avila is 
since the fish are not running 
too deep, the best bet for a 
small boat with three anglers is 
to run three trail lines with dif­ 
ferent “ pulls” until the fish are 
located 
When Sea Landing s hot. it s 
hot The bottom fishing boat, 
the “ Corsair” is limiting con­ 
stantly and latest word is that 
the “ reds” are really showing 
up Chiles, snappers, what have 
you are all in abundance Of the 
450 fish that were caught Satur­ 
day, over 70 per cent were reds, 
also a good percentage of ling 
cod 
They are also running a bass 
fishing boat to Naples Beef on 
Wednesdays and Fridays 


The DFG has made a special 
report about a record number 
of cow cod caught off of a party 
boat out of Long Beach It ap­ 
pears that 145 cows were 
caught in one day 
Marine 
Biologists say that they have 
never heard of more than 40 or 
50 caught at one time over the 
last 19 years The record catch 
was made near the reefs off of 
San Nicholas Island 


lf the silver salmon caught in 
San Juan creek near Dana Point 
is any indication, at least some 
of the 100,0(8) planted there last 
year have found ii to their lik­ 
ing 
A silver weighing 2'i pounds 
and 21 inches long was caught 
and as it was not fin-clipped, 
was assumed to be one from 
last year s plant Although the 
fish that was taken showed ex­ 
cellent growth being only eight 
inches long and a quarter pound 
when planted, a fish that 
remained at sea for the same 
length of time would be twice 
as large Therefore it is ex­ 
pected that fish that will return 
this winter should weigh about 
six pounds

politics,*' Ford said as he 
signed a message returning the 
bill to Congress 
“ Politicizing the Civil Ser­ 
vice is intolerable.” he said 
The House will not dec ide un­ 


til late April whether to try to 
override the veto 
the 48th of 
Ford’s presidency 
The measure would have 
modified the Hatch Act. which 
for almost four decades has 
banned civil servants from 
campaigning for office or 
donating monev to candidates 
Ford said it would have sub­ 
jected federal workers to “ un­ 
due pressures,” 
“ If this bill were to become 
law. I believe pressures could 
lie brought to bear on federal 


employes in extremely subtle 
ways beyond the reach of any 
anticoercion statute so they 
would inevitably feel compelled 
to engage in partisan political 
activity

“ This would br- bad for the 
employe, had for the govern­ 
ment and bad for the public “ 
Ford said present law allows 
civil servants to register, vote 
express opinions on political is­ 
sues and candidates, join and 
donate money to parties and at­ 
tend political rallies

I have a deal with the 
Hughes people not to talk about him

said bluntly ' They own my house and I 
owe them money 
Hut from other sources we learned 
that Hughes rarely emerged from his 
bedroom (H er his door was a red light a 
throwback to his Hollywood producing 
days warning others in the house to stay 
out The light remained on constantly 
Once a nine sear-old visitor a relative 
of his wit* 
burst in on Hughes in inno­ 
cent disregard of the red light 
The 
shocked billionaire clad only in a sheet 
called to an aide 
What is i f ” ’ asked Hughes in 
bewilderment 
After a moment of 
silence he demanded that the aide 
get 
u (Hit of here but chm t hurt it “ 
Aides also once heard Hughes arguing 
with his wife over a window that she had 
opened in his bedroom She explained 
that he ought to have some fresh air (Hit 
he gruffly ordered her to close it 
While Hughes closeted himself in his 
bedroom Jean tried to behave like a nor­ 
mal housewife 
One Sunday, she dis­ 
patched an aide to buy a mop so she 
could tidy up behind the servants Hut 


the bi I bona ne s wife had no money The 
aide had to borrow $5 from a friend to 
buy it 
Because of Hughes’ 
reclusive ness. 
Jean also became shut off from the 
world For awhile her relatives would 
visit and invariably would want to meet 
‘ I nch* Howard " But Hughes would 
never see them 
In l%b Hughes hired a train to take 
him on a mysterious trip to Boston Our 
sources say he left his wife behind She 
later came to Boston to see him but was 
turned away After four days of waiting, 
she returned to California 
She was so furious, according to our 
sources, that she found a pistol and 
petulantly began shooting holes through 
the mansion s copper roof at two in the 
morning 
Thereafter. 
Hughes 
irrationally 
blamed his chief of staff Frank “ B ill” 
Gay tor til* breakup of his marriage In 
a later handwritten note to another aide. 


Robert Maheu. Hughes charged: 
“ Bill s total indifference and laxity to 
my pleas for help in my domestic area 
voiced urgently to him week by week 
throughout the past 7 to 8 years, have 
resulted in a complete, I am afraid, 
irrevocable loss of my wife I am sorry, 
but I blame Bill completely for this un­ 
necessary debacle." 
Another time. Hughes wrote “ My bill 
of complaints against Bill s conduct goes 
back a long way and cuts very deep ’’ 
Jean Peters finally obtained a divorce 
from Hughes in 1970 after 13 years of 
marriage 
By remaining his wife, she 
could have claimed a large share of his 
multibillion-doltar fortune today 
But those who know the actress say 
she wanted to live her own life and was 
happy to settle for a $150,000 home and a 
$50,000 a year alimony for life She has 
now settled down to a quiet life with her 
third husband Stan Hough in the Los 
Angeles environs

It I' typical of the Hughes story that 
the description ut his unusual arrival was 
provided bv an associate who now won t 
talk about it 
He is Mike Conrad a 
private 
investigator who worked for 
Hughes for 18 vears 
Th* re is no question about the report 
he gave to others Rut he wouldn't dis­ 
cuss it with our associate. Rob Owens, 
who local* d him at his home in Thousand 
Oaks. Calif 
I have a deal with the 
Hughes people not to talk about him.*’ he 
said bluntK "They own mv house and I 
owe them money ‘ 
But from other sources, we learned 
that Hughes rarely emerged from his 
bedroom Over his door was a red light a 
throwback to his Hollywood producing 
days warning others in the house to stay 
out Th** light remained on constantly 
Once a nine year-old visitor a relative 
of hts wife hurst in on Hughes in inno­ 
cent disregard of the red light 
The 
shoc ked billionaire clad only in a sheet 
called to an aide 
“ What is i t " asked Hughes in 
bewilderment 
After a moment of 
silence he demanded that the aide 
get 
it out ok here but don t hurt it * 
Aides also once heard Hughes arguing 
with his wife over a window that she had 
opened in his bedroom 
She explained 
that he ought to have some fresh air but 
he gruffly ordered her to close it 
VShile Hughes closeted himself in fus 
bedroom Jean tried to behave like a nor­ 
mal housewife 
(hie Sunday, she dis­ 
patched an aide to buy a mop so she 
could tidy up behind the servants But 


th** bi 11 Iona ne s wife had no money The 
aide had to borrow $5 from a friend to 
buy it. 
Because of 
Hughes’ 
^elusiveness. 
Jean also became shut off from the 
world For awhile, her relatives would 
visit and invariably would want to meet 
"Uncle Howard *' Hut Hughes would 
never see them 
In 1986 Hughes hired a train to take 
finn on a mysterious trip to Boston Our 
sources say he left his wife behind. She 
later canli’ to Boston to se** him but was 
turned away After four days of waiting. 
she returned to California 
She was so furious according to our 
sources, that she found a pistol and 
petulantly began shooting holes through 
(he mansion s copper roof at two in the 
morning 
Thereafter. 
Hughes 
irrationally 
blamed his chief of staff Frank ‘‘Bill" 
Cav for the breakup of his marriage In 
a taler handwritten note to another aide. 


Robert Maheu, Hughes charged 
“ Bill s total indifference and laxity to 
my pleas for help in my domestic area 
voiced urgently to him week by week 
throughout the past 7 to 8 years, have 
resulted in a complete, I am afraid, 
irrevocable loss of my wife I am sorry. 
hut I blame Bill completely for this un­ 
necessary debacle.’’ 
Another time, Hughes wrote “ My hill 
Of complaints against Bill s conduct goes 
back a long way and cuts very deep.’’ 
Jean Peters finally obtained a divorce 
from Hughes in 1970 after 13 years of 
marriage 
By remaining his wife, she 
could have claimed a large share of his 
multihillion-dollar fortune today 
But those who know the actress say 
she wanted to live her own life and was 
happy to settle for a $150,000 home and a 
$50 OOO a year alimony for life She has 
now settled down to a quiet life with her 
third husband Stan Hough in the lx>s 
Angeles environs
